Jtmost Excitement Prevailed and the

the Plains in Terror. 


New York, April 16.—"W. L. Stow & 


Co. were expelled from membership in 
the New York stock exchange. At the 
office of the firm it was said they were 
temporarily unable to meet their oh- 
ligations, but hoped to be able to re- 
sume business. A representative of the 
firm said the firm had no outstanding 
contracts and its liabilities would be 
nominal. The members of the firm 
are W. L. Stow and Henry Coolidge. 
Stow was formerly a prominent trader, 
acting as broker for the late Addison 
Cammack. Both Stow and Coolidge are 
members'of the'exchange.

Shilpancingo and Chilapa, in the state 
of Guerrefa, Mexico, were completely 
destroyed by the earthquake shock 
Sunday night.% Houses toppled down 
liks building blocks in both cities."Up. 
to this hour the known dead at Chil- 
paneingo number 11 and the badly In- 
jured more than one score. 


Among the dead is wife of Postal 


Inspector Leopoldo Lopez Guerra and 
the child of Jose" Aleihan, the postmas- 
ter of the city. Jose Lopez Martinez, 
manager, of the federal telegraph of- 
ftee, Was struck" on,the head by a block 
of stone and badly Injured, The ut- 
most planic^ prevails..everywhere, and 
people'are fleeingtp tne open country. 
The earth continues, to .rock at half- 
tour"'.' intervals, --and many minor 
shocks are completing the work of de- 
struction of the first earthquake. All 
telegraph communication with the put- 
side world ceased shortly after 11:30 
o'clock Sunday night, when the first 
shock was felt. The telegraph oper- 
ators have installed temporary quar- 
ters in an open square and are work- 
ing with the sky for a roof. 


Chilpancingo's population is about 


7,500, and until the panic into which 
the citizens have been thrown abates, 
it will be impossible to state accurate- 
ly to Just what extent the recent 
earthquake has decreased it. The pop- 
ulation of the city of Chilapa is 15,000, 
and that place is the home of the 
bishop of the Catholic church. 


Word has reached here that the 


town of Chilapa, 42 kilometers. to the 
northeastward, has also been de- 
stroyed. As yet no details have been 
received as to the number of the dead 
and wounded, but it is expected that 
the number will be large. 


Midway between the cities of'Chil- 


pancingo and Chilapa is located the 
city of Tixtla. This is a prosperous 
and progressive community, and a? no 
word has been received from that 
place it is feared that it also has been 
destroyed. According to the move- 
ments of the earthquake Tixtla would 
be in its direct line, and if the city 
has escaped it hats been only by a 
miracle. 


Both the volcanoes of Colima and 


Jorullo are in that region, and the peo- 
ple fear that the recent eruption of 
the earth may cause these mountains 
to become more active and to destroy 
much property and many lives.

New York, April J.6.—At tHe session 


of the national arbitration and peace 
congress ProL Hugo Munsterberg,-who 
bolds the chair of philosophy at Har- 
vard university, called down upon hla 
head some criticism by stating that 
the conscription was not looked upon 
as a hardship in Germany. The pro- 
fessor made the statement to empha- 
size his point that universal peace 
should he looked upon as a material, 
not as a moral matter. Andrew Ciar- 
negie, in replying, first called at- 
tention to the thousands of people who 
are said to have come to America fb 
escape military service, and added 
that no one could make him believe 
that it was not this burden of con- 
scription that caused by far the 
greater part of the German emigra- 
tion.

President Roosevelt, in a letter 


which was read to the peace con- 
gress, expressed the hope that tfie 
coming conference might result in the 
adoption .of an international treaty. 
He also urged that its efforts be 
devoted to the practical side of the 
question which it would undertake .jo . 
discuss. The president closed 'fey-:• 
stating that he hoped to see at tne 
coming conference air" The Hague a ^ 
general arbitration treaty among the , 
nations adopted and the Hague court 
greatly increased in power and perma- 
nency, the judges in particular being 
made permanent and given adequate 
salaj-ies.

Secretary Root, after seconding this 


hope, declared the United State* 
thought it proper to urge again the 
discussion of the subject of the limita- 
tion of armament of the nations on 
land and sea and the abolition ol the 
practice of using force in the collec- 
tion of debts owing by citizens of one 
nation to the citizens of another. 


The secretary of state also took 


occasion in his speech to point out the 
propositions which the United States 
government will have to make at the 
coming conference at The Hague. He 
warned his hearers not to expect too 
much at this second conference. 


Mr. Carnegie in an address to the 


congress paid a tribute to Presidenjt 
Roosevelt, and expressed the wisi 
that Mr. Roosevelt might be th.e peace- 
maker of the future. He declared, 
however, that Emperor William-is a 
man among all men who holds .the 
peace of the nations in his power. li ., 
this connection Mr. Carnegie said It ," 
was unjust to speak of the emperor 
as a menace to the peace of Europe, 
adding that in 20 years upon the 
throne the German ruler had spilt S3 
blood nor caused an international war.

Fleet Ready. 


Norfolk. Vs., April 10.—The Xcrth 


Atlantic fleet, comprising 14 battle- 
ships and three cruisers, und^r com- 
mand of Rear Admiral Robley D. Ev- 
ans, is now anchored at Hampton 
Roads, ready to receive the fleets of 
foreign powers which will attend the 
opening of the Jamestown exposition.

Georgia, Rhode Isl- 
and, Kearsarge, Kentucky, Illinois, Al- 
abama and Iowa. 


Russian and Japanese Troops V/lth- 


drawn, Railroad Guards Remaining. 
Policing of the Country Turned 
Over to the Celestial Government. 
Negotiations For Customs Houses. 


St. Petersburg, April 16. — Dis- 


patches received from Tokyo and Pe- 
king show that the evacuation of Man- 
churia by the Russians and Japanese, 
as agreed to under the Portsmouth 
treaty, and the repossession of that 
vast domain by China, has been ac- 
complished under the terms of the 
agreement between Russia and Japan 
fixing April 15 as the limit of time for 
the actual transfer. 


The expiration of the limit for the 


evacuation of Manchuria by the Rus- 
sian and Japanese troops finds not a 
single soldier of the Russian military 
establishment left in Manchuria. The 
railroad guards, approximately 8,000 
men, as provided for by_ the treaty, 
are commanded by General Chicagoff 
and are attached to the ministry of 
railroads and not to the war depart- 
ment. The functions of the guards 
are confined strictly to the railroads. 
The policing of the country and the 
suppression of ^Chinese bandits have- 
been turned over to Chinese troops. •-, 


Though the final results of the Rus-" 


sian negotiations with China for the 
re-establishment of the Chinese cus- 
toms houses 
and with Japan for 


treaties of commerce and fisheries, 
which will round out the Portsmouth 
treaty, have not been maintained, both 
negotiations are proceeding satisfac- 
torily. 


Count Witte, the negotiator of the 


Portsmouth treaty, has now with- 
drawn almost entirely from public life 
except in the minor role of a member' 
of the council of the empire. 
When 


questioned regarding the evacuation 
of Manchuria, he said he was out of 
touch with diplomatic affairs, but the 
prompt evacuation of the Chinese ter- 
ritory was no surprise to him.
